EPA unveils plans for Rocco’s Dump

TEWKSBURY and WILMINGTON - Looking like a benign hill 
Environmental Protection Age! PA) warning signs offer the 
only clue of the hidden dangers that lurk in the soil and ground 
water of this site, which is located near South Street in Tewksbury 
and extending into Wilmington close to McDonald Road. Formerly 
Rocco's dump, the Superfund site waits while the gears of gov 
ernment crank on toward cleaning up a toxic mess begun over 40 
years ago. 

The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) announced 
last week a proposed plan for cleaning up the Sutton Brook 
also known as Rocco's Dump, located over 100 
acres in Tewksbury and Wilmington. The plan, a result of a 
Remedial Investigation and Feasibility Study (RI/FS) conducted 
from 2004-2007, seeks to address soil and water contamination at 
the site and marks the beginning of the next phase in Rocco's his- 
tory: clean-up. An informational meeting for the public is sched- 
uled for next week with a public hearing coming up in July

On August 4 and 5, seven 
Tewksbury and eight 
Wilmington residents will ride 
in the Pan-Massachusetts 
Challenge (PMC), the nation's 
original bike-a-thon for charity 
that today raises more money 
than any other athletic 
fundraising event in the coun- 
try. They will be among more 
than 5,000 cyclists riding in the 
28th annual event with the col- 
lective goal of raising $27 mil- 
lion for adult and pediatric can- 
cer research and care at Dana- 
Farber Cancer _ Institute 
through its Jimmy Fund.

Betsy’s Best Bets

The Staff of Life 


A loaf of bread the Walrus said, is what we chiefly need. 


Man does not live by bread alone - so 
let's add cheese, fruit, lobster, tender- 
loins, wine and coffee, that's all, and I'd 
be in heaven. Seriously though, what 
food is more satisfying, more substantial, 
more symbolic than fresh bread. The 
smell alone of bread baking is enough to 
drive you mad with ravenousness. 

How about real butter on a warm 
Parker House roll (at the Parker House, 
no less), old world Tuscan dipped in olive 
oil, peanut butter spread thick on whole 
wheat or Chinese shredded pork and 
vegetables squeezed inside a French 
baguette, a sub roll filled with Italian 
cold cuts, corned beef on rye or lean pas- 
trami on a bulky - without the bread? 
Enough said. 

Whenever I'm standing in the check-out 
line, looking at what everyone else has, 
what catches my eye, time and again, is 
that long, lazy, limp loaf of over- 
processed, _nutritionless, __ tasteless 
“American white” draped over the top of 
a mountain of groceries. All I can think 
of is, “You don't know what you're miss- 
ing.” 

My Grandmother used to bake her own 
bread quite often. She let all of us know 
the day before so we could show up early 
in the morning for fried dough. Not to be 
confused with that synthetic “imitation” 
sold at carnivals, pushcarts and vending 
trucks, her fried dough was something 
special. She didn't follow a recipe so I 
don't know the exact ingredients. All I 
remember is, she mixed up her creation 
in a huge ceramic bowl, let it rise, then 
kneaded it again and formed the dough 
into loaves that were left to rise 
overnight. The very next morning in the 
oven they went - an original cast iron 
black stove. She always made sure there 
was enough left aside for fried dough. 
Words like overpowering yeasty aroma, 
chewy, buttery, rich and savory, food for 


the gods come to mind. But, you know, 
you really had to be there. Needless to 
say, her bread was as scrumptious as her 
“talked about” fried dough. 

My love of good bread surely must have 
taken hold right there in that kitchen. 
I've craved delicious handmade bread 
ever since. To this day I have never tast- 
ed anything that comes close to my child- 
hood memory, and I don't expect to. 
Still, everyday I go out of my way, to feed 
that knead, a kind of creed, indeed. 

Locally the most outstanding bread is 
Iggy's, by far. Although based in 
Cambridge, Iggy's supplies gourmet bak- 
eries and restaurants all around the 
greater Boston area. Iggy's is genuine 
European bread, hearth-baked the old 
fashioned way, naturally leavened, 
allowed 9-16 hours to rise. The small 
round raisin or cranberry pecan loaf is 
pure ambrosia. I love their Pullman loaf 
and bread sticks too. I've had so much 
Iggy's bread that I can easily recognize 
it on the table in any restaurant. Wild 
Oats and Whole Foods markets carry 
several varieties of Iggy's. 

For really good dinner rolls Bertucci's 
is tops. Yes, it's a restaurant but there's 
no problem ordering extra rolls to take 
home and I'm sure you can walk in off 
the street and just buy rolls without sit- 
ting down to eat. For soft, light and 
fluffy pan rolls try Calareso's Farm 
Stand on Rt. 28 in Reading. 

Super market bakeries, in my experi- 
ence, are mediocre at best, with one 
exception. Shaw's makes a round Italian 
called Crusty Mediterranean that's 
excellent. But if you should find yourself 
in the North End, try Parziale's - I think 
their bread is out of sight. Recently my 
daughter ordered twenty-seyen loaves 
(1!) of their small “soup bowl” for end- 
of-the-school-year presents. I was 
recruited to drive. We left at seven on

Sunday morning so we could pull up to 
Parziale's door. Somehow we managed 
to fit four BIG bags of bread on the top of 
the four of us (we took the kids along) 
inside my VW Bug! Now you have to 
know that no one would go to that bother 
and inconvenience for an average loaf of 
bread. Really, you would have to hop on 
a plane and head for Italy or France to 
taste anything better. 

Greta's Grains in Newburyport, The 
Danish Pastry House in Medford and Hi 
Rise in Cambridge, to name a few of my 
favorites, all have good bread. Sel de la 
Terre in Boston and Henrietta's Table in 
Cambridge are two restaurants that are 
worth trying just for the exquisite bread 
that is put down in front of you at your 
table. 

Recently I listened to a radio show that 
spent one full hour talking about THE 
peanut butter and jelly sandwich. 
Callers, all adults by the way, stood their 
ground on what combination represented 
the “classic” PB&J. Peter Pan and 
Welch's grape jelly on soft white, Jiffy 
and strawberry on white, organic 
crunchy and raspberry with seeds on 
whole wheat were several that were men- 
tioned. Being a PB&J lover myself, | 
wasn't surprised that “grown-ups” love 
this sandwich as much as kids do. And I 
also wasn't surprised that the preference 
for bread was just as important as the 
type of peanut butter and jelly/jam. 
After all, without the bread, the sand- 
wich is dead. 

Rolls, rye, raisin and round - biscuit, 
bulky, bagel, bialy, and how - pockets and 
pumpernickel in a nutshell, sourdough, 
bravo. 

Do you know on which side your bread 
is buttered? Cast thy bread, break bread, 
bake bread - go ahead.

Wilmington High School included 
Massachusetts students receive 'Green 
Team' awards from EOEEA and MassDEP 
for environmental protection efforts 


Nearly 125,000 students from 
all grade levels at 300 
Massachusetts schools signed 
up this year to participate in a 
statewide educational program 
to reduce pollution and protect 
the environment. The effort, 
called “The Green Team,” is 
part of the Executive Office of 
Energy and Environmental 
Affairs (EOEEA) and 
Department of Environmental 
Protection's (MassDEP) 
statewide environmental pro- 
tection education effort for 
Massachusetts’ students. 

Participation in The Green 
Team more than doubled since 
last year, with over 700 classes 
involved. Participating classes 
were entered into a drawing for 
prizes, and 77 classes received 
grand prizes for their efforts. In 
addition, 32 Green Team class- 
es completed an energy effi- 
ciency lesson for Earth Day 
and received compact fluores- 
cent light bulbs for each stu- 
dent to bring home. 

“Congratulations to all teach- 
ers and students who did out- 
standing work during the past 
school year to raise environ- 
mental awareness in their 
schools, homes and communi- 
ties through Green Team activ- 
ities, such as recycling, vehicle 
idling reduction end energy 
conservation,” said Energy and 
Environmental Affairs 
Secretary Ian A. Bowles. 
“These activities cut across all 
disciplines, from science and 
mathematics to reading, writ- 
ing and even art It has become 
more important than ever to 
empower our youngest citizens 
with tools they can put into 
practice at home and at school 
to protect our environment.” 

“The Green Team educational 
program gives our youth con- 
crete ways to protect natural 
resources and reduce our 
impact on the environment 
around us,” said MassDEP 
Acting Commissioner Arleen 
O'Donnell. “Green Team stu- 
dents develop creative 
approaches to environmental 
stewardship and make a big dif- 
ference in their schools and 
communities with their recy- 
cling and pollution prevention 
efforts.” 

Participating teachers 
received a Green Team Kit con- 
taining educational tools, such 
as a classroom poster, lesson 
plan, recycling tips and access 


to a library of resources. In 
addition, 75 schools received 
recycling equipment from the 
Green Team to initiate or 
expand school recycling pro- 
grams. Seven schools received 
Idling Reduction signs from 
The Green Team to remind dri- 
vers to turn off their engines 
while waiting in the schoolyard. 

The whole school benefited 
from the' activities, not just my 
class,” said Mandy Couturier, a 
5th grade teacher at the Mary 
Stapleton School in 
Framingham. “We have 
decreased the amount of trash 
as a school community. We 
have learned a huge amount 
about how each one of us can 
change our environment, and 
the students have brought theft 
learning home to share. I love 
The Green Team; it works with 
my ideals and teaching perfect- 
ly.” 

Over 4,000 students pledged to 
reduce, reuse, recycle; walk, 
bike, carpool or take public 
transportation; and conserve 
energy and water to help pro- 
tect the environment. Many of 
them encouraged their parents 
to take an Idling Reduction 
pledge to turn off the engine 
while parked or waiting to 
reduce pollution and save ener- 
gy. Other students tracked the 
trash generated in their home 
for'one month, subtracting the 
amount of trash their family 
eliminated by recycling. Other 
activities included improving 
school recycling or composting 
programs, writing to elected 
officials and creating signs and 
posters to raise environmental 
awareness in the school com- 
munity. 

All participating classes 
received Certificates of 
Recognition, “Trash 
Terminator” bookmarks, or 
pencils made from recycled 
denim or currency for each stu- 
dent. A grand prize drawing 
was held among classes that 
achieved the highest level of 
participation.

* Never le small children 
unattended near water - not even 
the bathtub - not even for a 
moment!

means to always be within arm's 
length when a child is near water 
in case of emergency 

* Keep lifesaving gear handy. 
Always have on hand a lifejacket, 
rope, pole or other object that can 
be thrown to a person in trouble. 
Remember to have a first aid kit 
cordless phone and emergency 
contact information by the pool 

* Know when it’s too dangerous. 
If you, or someone you are swim: 
ming with, appear to be too cold.

. Eliminate temptation. 
Backyard pools should have self- 
closing, self-latching gates that 
remain locked when the pool is 
not being used. Kiddie pools 
should be emptied and toys 
removed immediately after use. 
Empty water pails and buckets so 
small children cannot fall in and 
drown. 

+ Know what you're getting into. 
Check local tides, current and 
other condition which could be

65 year career 


"The McNamara family owns 
Wilmington Builders, 
as’ well as Arlington 
Coal & Lumber in 
Arlington.

Greg notes one of 
those changes,

between the EPA and 25 
named Potentially 
Responsible Parties (PRP's). 
During the study the EPA and 
consultants for the PRP's, 
Woodard and Curran, con- 
ducted various investigative 
measures, including the sam- 
pling of groundwater, soil, 
surface waster and sediment. 
They installed groundwater 
monitoring wells, subsurface 
soil investigations, delin- 
eation of wetlands and flood 
plain, and a site survey. The 
results of those studies will be 
presented at an informational 
meeting next Wednesday, 
June 27, at the Tewksbury 
Public Library at 6:00 p.m. 
EPA Remedial Project 
Manager, Don McElroy, will 
present the proposed plan, 
comprised of six steps, to 
clean-up the site. 

1, Capping landfill lobes. 

2. Excavating soil and sedi- 
ment with contamination in 
excess of remediation goals 
and consolidate within land- 
fill. 

$,.Constructing vertical bar- 
rier to prevent contaminated 
groundwater from affecting 
Sutton Brook. 

4. Treating contaminated 


groundwater at the Southern 
Lobe. 

5. Restoring impacted wet- 
6x: and 


Maintenance. 

The site consists of two 
lobes, North and South, which 
lie on opposite shores of 
Sutton Brook. The greater 
site includes 79 MacDonald 
Road in Wilmington and an 
area known as “the pumpkin 
patch,” both accessible from 
the original Rocco's dump 
site via roads on the property. 

The Southern lobe of the site 
discharges water north 
toward the brook, a phenome- 
non that item three in the pro- 
posed plan seeks to mitigate. 

“The vertical barrier cuts 
off access to the brook,” 
McElroy told the Crier. 
“Moving (discharged water) 
to the west to get all of it cap- 
tured and treated.” 

Wetlands abound around the 
site of the two mounds, mak- 
ing a cap vital to the remedi- 
ation effort. By capping the 
landfill, which uses layers of 
various materials including 
barriers, to direct rainwater 
down and around the mound. 

“Capping to keep water from 
going through the site and 
shed water from the-top of it 
like a roof,” explained 
McElroy. 

Going forward, following the 
June 27 meeting a public 
hearing will take place July 
18 at the library where the 
public may offer comment. 
Once the public comment 
period ends on July 28th, the 


EPA will issue a formal docu- 
ment known as a Record of 
Decision, sometime in the 
early autumn. This document 
forms a template for the 
clean-up, according to 
McElroy. Then a scope of 
work is developed and the 
EPA will seek to settle finan- 
cially with the 25 PRPs, and a 
few new parties that may be 
added to the list, for the cost 
of the design and construction 
of remediation. 

“If everything goes great, 
the design phase will take 
about a year,” says McElroy. 
“But it can definitely go 
longer than that.” 

Beginning the construction 
portion can take even longer, 
depending on how the negoti- 
ations with PRPs proceed. 

Sue Sinclair, president of 
TOX.LC. (‘Tewksbury 
Organization Against Illness 
and Contamination), spoke to 
the Crier about the future of 
the site, the eventual use of 
which remains uncertain. 

“I'm not opposed to making 
use of the property if that 
makes sense,” says Sinclair. 
“However, I haven't seen or 
heard about anybody 
approaching the PRPs with 


Sinclair and McElroy both 
acknowledge that designing 
for uses such as soccer fields 
or passive recreation must 
account for site erosion.

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That date was pushed out to 
April, (or “late Spring 2007 as 
stated on the website), but 
ground has yet to be broken as 
of mid-June. 

Realtors at RE/Max First 
Choice of Marlborough are still 
eager to sell the units. One 
realtor said that the construc- 
tion delay was because they 
were “held up with permit prob- 
lems" by the Town of 
Wilmington and that there 
would be groundbreaking in a 
couple of weeks. 

‘Another realtor in the office, 
Don Donaldson, _ hesitated 
slightly saying 
“Groundbreaking would be 
coming up shortly. I would not 
go so far as to say it will hap- 
pen in a couple of weeks.” They 
would comment on nothing fur- 
ther and calls to the head of 
their office, Sue MacDonald, 
went unanswered and messages 
were not returned. 

Carole Hamilton, Director of 
Planning and Conservation for 
Wilmington, stated unequivo- 
cally that the delays are not 
related to permits and that the 
Town is waiting to hear the con- 
struction schedule from the 
builder. Hamilton was told at 
one point that the builders were 
putting together a new financ- 
ing package for Yentile Place, 
but as of mid-June she has 
heard nothing further about the 
status of the project. 

On Monday, June 11, 2007, 
Hamilton sent a letter to the 
builder; David Franchi of 
Franchi Equipment Company 
Inc., informing him that the 
Planning Board was requesting 
his presence at its July 17th 
meeting at 8:45 p.m. The Board 


has requested that he be pre- 
pared during that meeting to 
provide information regarding 
a financing source, a construc- 
tion schedule, and a time frame 
for the affordable unit lottery. 

Environmental concerns were 
also cited in the letter sent to 
Franchi, as replication planting 
has not yet been done, and 
requests from the Conservation 
Agent to stabilize exposed soil 
have been ignored. 

The Planning Board is dis- 
pleased by the lack of progress 
on the project and is receiving 
complaints from individuals 
who have made deposits on 
units that have not been deliv- 
ered on time. 

One committed buyer claims 
to have been unable to get their 
very sizeable deposit back, 
despite following the cancella- 
tion guidelines written in the 
purchase and sale agreement. 

“They just won't reply to any- 
body,” said the buyer who 
asked not to be identified 
“They tell me to deal with my 
attorney, but they won't even 
talk with him.” 

Despite dozens of attempts to 
reach them, the contractor and 
his attorney are allegedly not 
responding to the buyer by let- 
ter, phone, or e-mail. 

The realtor, RE/Max First 
Choice of Marlborough, has 
also failed to help to rectify this 
situation, according to the 
buyer. 

“They say that they will speak 
to the builder, David Franchi, 
and get back to you with infor- 
mation,” said a close relative of 
the anonymous committed 
buyer, “but then they don't call 
back with any information.” 

According to a realtor, not

related to the project, the spé- 
cific unit in question - that the 
committed buyer claims to 
have cancelled - is still listed on 
the MLS (Multiple Listing 
Service) as being sold. The 
committed buyer's realtor at 
RE/Max First Choice of 
Marlborough allegedly told 
them that they leave units 
marked as “sold” on the 
Internet in order to get new 
financing for the project and to 
make the project more attrac- 
tive for potential buyers. The 
realtor also told them that the 
new financing company would 
pass papers on May Ist. 

Phone calls to builder, Dave 
Franchi, of Franchi Equipment 
Company, and Project Manager 
Brian Card, of FCM Builders 
Inc., seeking comment have 
gone unanswered. Both compa- 
nies share one Marlborough 
address and phone number. 

According to the Better 
Business Bureau (BBB) of 
Massachusetts website, there 
have been two complaints filed 
against FCM Builders Inc. 
The 
most recent one was, “1 regard- 
ing failure to honor a contract 
or agreement.” The BBB file 
was closed on that complaint 
because they received no 
response from FCM. The prior 
complaint was, “1 regarding 
improper or inferior repair,” 
and this was “administratively 
closed.” 

The disappointed committed 
buyer is frustrated with the 
process and said, “The way 
they are doing business is very 
unfair to people who have put 
their trust in them and they 
won't do what they promised - 
or give the money back!”

The project will not abut any 
currently existing homes. 
The property is bound by the 
MBTA train tracks to the 
north, the Middlesex Canal to 
the south, Lake Street to the 
east, and a large undeveloped 
parcel to the west. 

Massachusetts’ Chapter 
40B, sometimes referred to as 
the “anti-snob law,” mandates 
that at least 10 percent of a 
community's housing stock 
must be deemed affordable. 
Should a community fall 
below that 10 percent man- 
date, 40B provides the state 
with the authority to overrule 
municipal government's per- 
mitting process. 

The affordable homes in the 
Lake Street project would be 
priced at between $185,000 
and $205,000, while the mar- 
ket rate homes would be 
priced in the high $300,000 to 


low $400,000 range. 

The project is being pro- 
posed by Wilmington-based 
Triton 
Management. One of the 
goals of the development, 
according to Project 
Engineer David Giandgrande, 
of Design Consultants, was to 
design a development appro- 
priate to the surrounding 
neighborhoods. 

“Generally I'm brought into 
a project and asked to fit as 
many units as possible,” 
Giandgrande said, “This one 
took a step back and looked at 
what kind of housing was 
needed in the area.” 

Preservation of the historic 
Middlesex Canal, the remains 
of which run along the south- 
ern border of the property, 
was also a concern of the 
developer. Walking trails 
along the canal are planned, 
and more than 50 percent of 
the land designated as open 
space within the property is 
upland. It is not uncommon

Murray (a fellow Wilmington 
High School graduate and track 
star), I do 80, 90 miles a week 
and I will be up to 100 miles in 
a week.” 

One hundred miles? I would 
fight a pit bull before I ran 100 
miles in a week. Vassallo runs 
everywhere in Wilmington and 
through North Andover. 

“There's no question with run- 
ners. We know what we're 
going to do when we wake up,” 
said Vassallo. “We know there 
is a two hour slot for running. 
We can balance life around 
that. Socializing and things like 
that are flexible, training isn't 
If I wake up and feel like crap, 
I am still running.” 

Vassallo also was one of 37 
athletes from Colby to be 
named to the all-academic 
team. So now that he's out of 
college he’s not going to contin- 
ue running, right? 

“If I stop running, | will just 
get fat,” said Vassallo. “I’m 
going to continue my career.

This year he 
is planning his second trip to 
Castleton, Vermont to ride in 
one of the weekly novice bull 
riding events held at that 
rodeo.” 

“I think-I can win a few 
events in the novice division,” 
Visco said. “If I can win I can 
meet my expenses (for the 
trip).” 

That is the little known 
secret of rodeo. Riders, unless 
they are the top names in the 
Professional Bull Riders 
Association (PBR) have to pay 
their expenses to and from the 
rodeo or bull riding event, pay 
an entry fee and if they can’t 
last the eight seconds on a bull 
to have their points count, they 
win nothing. 

All of this is for the excite- 
ment of riding on top of a 2,000 
to 2,300 pound bull that is twist- 
ing and turning in an attempt to 
shake this crazy human on its 
back. 

However, as Visco explained, 
in the novice event the rider

does not necessarily have to 
stay on the full eight seconds. 
The prize money is doled out to 
the two riders who last the 
longest and have the best tech- 
nique. 

Visco got interested in all of 
this after watching the PBR 
events that are now televised. 
This is one of America’s fastest 
growing sports. 

“I was watching the PBR and 
Adriano Morias, the three time 
champion bull rider was doing a 
Samurai Swordsman Show 
about his bull riding school. I 
went to my Google * and typed 
in bull riding schools and the 
Sankey School came up every-

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where. A lot of the PBR guys 
have gone there.” 

As a result of this computer 
search, Visco found himself in 
North Carolina for the first of 
three schools he attended. 

However, Sankey turned out 


to be the best for a beginner.

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The second year Visco went 
to a school in Pilesgrove, New 
Jersey, home of the weekly 
Cowtown Rodeo. However, it 
was a totally different experi- 
ence. 

According to Visco. the bulls 
at Sankey schools are used to 
being ridden. The New Jersey 
school had bulls that are known 
as “swamp rats.” 

Visco explained that the 
bulls come from the Everglades 
in Florida and have never been 
ridden before. The student rid- 
ers try the bulls out to see if 
they can be ridden and used for 
rodeos in the future. 

“In New Jersey, you get on 
real mean, nasty bulls, but it 
teaches you proper chute proce- 
dure,” Visco said, “where to 
keep your feet and arms.” 

He also noted that in New 
Jersey the instructor was will- 


ing to teach Visco how to adapt 
his technique so that the ride 
would be better suited for a per: 
son his size and age. The Sankey 
School, according to Visco is 
more interested in riders that 
look good on the bull 

“Sankey is more basic with a 
better range of bulls,” Visco 
said. New Jersey was for more 
advanced bull riders.” 

“All the schools are rough,” 
he attested. “I think they are 
rougher than a rodeo, Al a 
rodeo you only have to focus on 
one ride.” 

Visco said the Sankey course, 
which he has now taken twice, 
starts with the student's arrival 
at the school on a Friday after- 
noon.

Facts and Fiction About Acne 

Now that you know what acne| 
is, it's important to clear up mis- 
conceptions about what causes| 
acne and what can help keep it 
under control. Test your knowl- 
edge by reviewing these state- 
ments. 

1. Aene is caused by eating| 
greasy foods. Fiction - Eating 
fries, pizza or chocolate will not} 
cause acne breakouts. However, 
some people do find that foods can| 
aggravate current acne flareups. 

2. A tan doesn't make acne bet-\y 
ter. Fact - Tanned skin may cam-) ~ 
ouflage acne, but it won't cause ith # 
to clear up. In fact, sunburns or 
tanning may cause more oil production, worsening acne. 

3. Scrubbing your face with a harsh soap will rid you of acne. 
Fiction - Washing your face twice daily with a mild soap can be 
effective in controlling oil on the skin. Scrubbing the face can exac- 
erbate acne inflammation and may even cause scarring. 

4. Wearing noncomedogenic makeup is best. Fact - If you wear 
makeup, choose products labeled noncomedogenic, oil-free or 
nonacnegenic. 

5. Popping pimples can clear up outbreaks faster. Fiction - As 
difficult as it may be, do not pop pimples. This can cause scarring 
and spread oil to other pores. It's best to let nature take its course. 
You can try over-the-counter acne products to dry out breakouts, 
but follow instructions carefully. Painful, deep-skin nodules or 
other breakouts may be relieved with warm compresses. 

6. Acne may flare up before menstruation. Fact - Acne is often 
common before a woman's menstrual period each month. Even 
women who have acne under control may experience breakouts 
before their periods. The hormone regulation of birth control pills 
does help some women with acne. 

7. Doctors can't help acne. Fiction - Dermatologists may have 
an arsenal of stronger treatments at their disposal, such as laser 
therapy and medication if acne becomes a debilitating problem. 


Families must prepare for mental 
health pressures of college 


This fall, more than two million young men and women across 
the United States will leave home to begin their college careers. 
The climates, courses and campuses will be different, but the 
countless pressures faced by these college freshmen will be the 
same. 

Mental health issues including depression, eating disorders, sub- 
stance abuse and anxiety, often brought on by the heightened 
stress of a college environment, have grown increasingly common 
among college students. As recent news has raised serious con- 
cerns about the effects of such issues, especially when left untreat- 
ed, it is important to take a proactive approach to recognizing and 
addressing them, says Sheldon Miller, M.D., chief medical officer 
of Timberline Knolls, a national residential treatment center for 
eating disorders, substance abuse, self-injury behavior and other 
emotional disorders. 

"Raising awareness of the mental health struggles met by many 
college students is a crucial step in fighting the associated stigma 
that often keeps those suffering from seeking help," Miller says. "If 
students feel comfortable reaching out, issues can be professional- 
ly addressed before they become severe, or even dangerous.” 

According to Miller, the following facts should be taken into 
account as students enter college this fall: 

New freedom, new anxiety. Studies show that change, lack of 
sleep and stress (all commonplace among college freshmen) can 
be the greatest triggers of mental health issues. Leaving your par- 
ents for an unstructured environment is exciting, but it can also 
cause high levels of stress and anxiety. Late nights, whether spent 
studying or socializing, also come at a price. Both academic and 
social stress can lead to depression, which when left untreated can 
lead to suicide - the second leading cause of death among college 
students. 

New peers, new pressure. College freshmen are surrounded by 
new personalities and unfamiliar social settings. The desire to fit in 
can potentially create a spiral of unhealthy behaviors that can lead 
to problems like alcohol dependence or eating disorders. Students 
are urged to seek professional help if they drink everyday, binge 
drink to get drunk, or if alcohol is interfering with schoolwork or 
relationships. Also important to note, studies indicate that as many 
as 19 percent of college-aged American women suffer from bulim- 
ia, a dangerous eating disorder that can be detrimental to self- 
esteem, social relationships, and academic performance. 

New fears, new feelings. In a 2006 survey of more than 90,000 col- 


lege students, 50 percent admit- 
ted to feeling depressed, and 93 
percent reported feeling over- 
whelmed. The stress of school 
assignments and exams, paired 
with the pressure of social orga- 
nizations like fraternities and 
sororities, can quickly become 
unmanageable. Because mental 
health issues are often dis- 
missed as "normal" college life, 


appears to be masking emotion- 
al problems with alcohol or 
drugs, or suffers from extended 
depression, he or she should be 
referred to the appropriate men- 
tal health offices for treatment.

mon occurrence of emotional disorders

New ideas, new hope. Recent studies 
revealing the biochemical basis of 
depression and other disorders have 
helped many students realize that men- 
tal health issues do not indicate person- 
al failure, and should not cause shame. 
On-campus groups promoting mental 
health awareness are popping up at uni- 
versities across the country, slowly 
stomping out the stigma of mental and 
emotional, disorders and __ helping hi 
encourage students to seek help for [J 
their problems. A 2007 survey by the 
Anxiety Disorders Association of America showed 13 percent of all 
college students now use or have used on-campus mental health 
services. In fact, one institution reported a 29 percent increase in 
the use of counseling and psychological services over the last four 
years, and another reported that 40 percent of first-year students 
visit the counseling center at least once. 

Being aware of and prepared for the mental health issues that 
often come with the territory for college freshmen can help foster 
an accepting environment among students, parents and university 
faculty and staff. By normalizing mental health issues, Miller says 
students can feel comfortable seeking the help they need, leading 
to increased success and satisfaction in life, rather than suffering 
in silence and isolation.

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and help them put the gear together. After the orientation, the stu- 
dent is taken to a “Mighty Bucky” a hand pumped machine that 
simulates the movement of a bull. The machine is realistic in all 
aspects except there is no forward movement that is experienced 
on a real bull. The machine and subsequent rides on bucking hors- 
es help the rider to practice the proper positioning of the hands 
and body. This helps the rider stay on longer if the person is able 
to move with the bull, “They make you do it until you get it right,” 
Visco said. 

However, according to Visco, riders may think they have 
learned the technique properly until they actually get on the bull 
in the chute. The picture changes very quickly once thé chute 
opens. 

“During my first ride, | rode for two seconds before 1 was 
thrown,” Visco recalled, “My spur got caught in the bull rope and 
they had to cut me loose.”

‘The first time you are thrown, 
according to Visco is when you 
learn one of the most important 
lessons. Once you are on the 
ground, no matter how much you 
are hurt, you get up and get out 
of the arena. 

‘The bull will have a tendency 
to turn and come after the 
source of its irritation. 

There are bull fighters in the 
arena whose job is to divert the 
bull. However, a rider who is not 
exiting the arena quickly enough 
can make the bull fighters job 
more difficult and even put them 
in danger. 

Visco noted that despite the 
size of the animals, a bull can be 
very agile. He once witnessed a 
1700 pound bull try to jump a 
fence with the rider on its back. 
Luckily the rider was knocked 
off before the bull went over the 
arena rails. 

According to Visco, the day 
starts with the student watching 
the videos of the previous day's 
rides. The instructor goes over 
any mistakes or tries to keep the 
student from “chasing the rope” 
(getting away from basics). 

The second day at the Sankey 
school, the student is riding bulls 
all day long. The instructors let 
the students work at their own 
pace but work with those that 
are trying the hardest. 

“They will stay until 10 p.m. if 
you want to work,” Visco said of 
the instructors. 

Visco realizes that he is old 
and a little overweight to be rid- 
ing bulls but enjoys the sport 
anyway. Therefore, when he is at 
the schools he tries to get train- 
ing in other aspects of the bull 
riding event 

“I wanted to learn other

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things so they let me learn how 
to operate the chute gates,” 
Visco said. “There are different 
ways to work different gates.” 

However, even this can be 
dangerous as the animals are 
very unpredictable. According to 
Visco, even the gentlest bull can 
suddenly develop a mean streak 
or even just decide it does not 
want to go in the direction it is 
being guided so the gate opera- 
tors have to be very alert. 

When getting ready to ride, 
Visco noted that the rider must 
always be in control of the bull 
as well as his own position on 
the animal. He recounted the 
time that he was sliding forward 
on the bull with near perfect 
technique and gave the signal to 
open the chute. 

Everything was fine, except 
the bull came out of the chute 
backwards. The instructors 
noted that it was Visco’s fault 
because he had let the bull turn 
its head away from the arena 
instead of keeping the animal's 
head turned into the arena. 

Although he has been at the 
game for about four years, unless 
he is at a school, Visco does not 
get much chance to practice rid- 
ing. He noted that in ,his four 
years he has ridden about 20 , 
bulls, a number that a profession- 
al rider could match in a week. 

Even at the schools Visco has 
been hurt a few times. Recently 
he hurt his wrist at the Sankey 
school, he attended in May, and 
this plus the need to trim a few 
pounds in an attempt to remain 
agile, will delay his appearance 
at the rodeo in Castleton. 
However, he does hope to get up 
there a couple of times over the
